Mr. Carlstrom 
indicated that the information I had relayed to him the previous day with 
regard to the scheduling, in the Subcommittce on Legislation and National 
Security of the louse Government Operations Committee, of 20 June 
testimony by OMB and {ugticg was correct. Mr, Carlstrom said that he has 
talked with Larry iilammond, Deputy Assistant Attorney General at the 
Justice Department, and has given Mr, Hammond our number. Mr. Carlstror 
said that Mr. Hammond would be contacting us. Lasked Mr..Carlstrom if 
there would be interest in all three parties getting together (CIA, OMB, 
Justice) to attempt to coordinate views for the testimony. Mr. Carlstrom 
indicated that there certainly is such an interest. ©. I indicated that I would 
see what the fecling is here about sucha meeting and get back to him late 
today or early tomorrow. Mr. Carlstrom then asked if CIA would like to 
provide a witness for the 20 June testimony. L said I didn't know but would 
present that as an option to be considered here. Onan unrelated matter, 
Iinformed Mr. Carlstrom that, based on an earlier conversation I had had 
with Ed. Gleiman (staffer on the Subcommittee on Government Information 
and Individual Rights of the louse Government Operations Committee),

Ms. Cole stated that OMB has received a letter for OMB clearance 

from State Department opposing the "excludable alien" provision in the 

act. She said that the Justice Department doesn't want the letter to go 

forward at this time but would rather meet with State Department to work 

out their differences; according to Vracey, Justice is of the opinion that 

the issues require further review. Tracey said that Justice had drafted a 
formal legal Opinion on the issue and sent it as a courtesy to State Department, 
approximately 2 months ago. State just responded yesterday to it. Tracey 
asked if the DCI had sent any views Ictters to the Committee on the "excludable 
alien" issue. I said that I didn't think so, that if we had we would have cleared 
it through OMB first, but that I'd check with[ | OLC, and have himSTAT
